No steps hare yet been taken towards 
"tlio re-iiistitntion of tha Winter Eviiuiiig Entar- 
tainmentB, which during past soaBcns funiiaheil 
CromwoSl rcaiilenta with an much of pienanre unj 
diversion. Wa hnpa that ere long some sign 
gbcll be made in this direction. 

The Elizabeth Company completed a 

crushing nt their own battery on Saturday last, 
with a result of 6li ozs. of gold. The exact 
quantity of atone cniahed we are unable to as- 
certain, but It was probably about 130 tons. 
The previous crushing gave 87 ounces fruju 150 
tons, The manager has sunk n shaft to a depth 
of 55 ft. below the main level, and the quality of 
the atone has been hiund to improve in propor- 
tion to the depth attained. Tho quartz found 
towards the bottom of the shaft is said to possess 
that peculiar bluish tinge whioh is considered a 
sure indication of a rich .and permanent reef. 
■iVork in the new shaft was temporarily inter- 
Tupted by an irruption of flood -avater froW the 
stream in the gully adjacent ; but by means of 
a sm.all dam which lias been constructed above 
the sh-aft, the flow of water has been arrested, 
rand sinking again resumed. The battery is 
being fitted with four new stamps — the old ones 
being worn out ; and it was expected that crush- 
ing would be recommenced to-day. It is an- 
ticipated that the use of the new stamps will have 
the effect of considerably augmenting the average 
yield of the stone. 

Tlie late heavy fall of rain did a good 
deal of d.amage to the road betwreen Quartzville 
and Carricktnn, — so much so that on Tuesday 
lust, Mr Stephenson, owner of the C.iledoniaa 
claim, and Mr J. Kane, w'ho has a contract, .for 
carting stone to the Iloyal Standard battery, 
found it necessary to set a number of men to 
work in order to make the ro.ad passable for 
drays. It seems hard that private individuals 
sh'Uihl he put to the expense of nnaiutaiiiing a 
public thoroughfare such .as the Carrickton road 
has been since its forznatioB. 

Large quantities of driftwood avere 
' brought down the Kawar.aii by the flood Inst 
Tuesday, and many people were on the beach 
long before daylight, fishing-out (by means of 
long poles hooked at the end) their winter’s stock 
of firewood. Several parties secured <ns much as 
n dozen cartloads apiece. 

Ill onlcr to meet the increasing require- 
nioiils of their business, Me.s.srs D. A. -lolly and 
fn., provision merchant.s, Melinnre street, h.ave 
just completed a large .and substanti.al A'hlition 
to their premises.

quotes speeches anil requests by Mr J. C, Brown, 
uiiil answers by members of the Oovernment, 
made some time previous to the date of the first 
uppearance of Mr Shepherd’s name in connection 
"ith the subject; — “ Krom this it is evident 
that the Government h,ad fully decided upoiC 
placing the Tuapeka line upon the first schedule | 
before ever Mr Shepherd opened his mouth.

' The successful tenderera for the Tuapeka 
and Tokomairiro railway are Messrs John and 
Norman Campbell. The amount has not yet 
tr.anspired, but it is understood to be about 
£08,000. Tho nature of tho work may be briefly 
described as twenty-two miles of formation over 
a rough tract of country, Two tunnels are also 
iiiehided in tho work, viz, , one 4S4 and the other 
176 yards in length. The Messrs Campbell are 
at present cngagcil upon what is known as the 
heavy cutting on tha line from Invercargill to 
Mataura. For the Tuapeka line it has been 
stated that five tenders were received for the 
entire work, and eleven for sectional parts. The 
amount of tho highest tender was close upon 
£130,000. — Star, 

English news by cablegram has been 
received in Dunedin, dated London, May 16.

Colonial Boastin'?, 

w 

Ml- Anthony Trollope, in hia now worlt on 
Australia, lias tlio followiiio ; — “ I suppose 
that a young people falls naturally into the 
fault of aelf-adulation. I must say somewhere, 
and may say here aa well as elsewhere, that 
the w'onders perhinned in the way of riding, 
driving, fighting. Walking, working, drinking, 
love-making, and speed i-mak jug which men 
and wmmen in Australi.a told me of themselves, 
would liave been worth recording in a sepa- 
rate volume had they been related by any 
but the heroes ami heroines themselves. 
But reaching one as they di), always in the 
first person, these sto'ries are soon received 
as works of fine art much cultivated in the 
colonies, for which the colonial phrase of 
‘ blowing’ has been created. When a gentle- 
man sounds his own trumpet he ‘blows.’ 
The art is perfectly undei-stoud and apprecia- 
ted among the people who jiractise it. Such 
a gentleman or such a lady was only ‘ blow- 
ing !’ , You hear it, and hear of it everyday. 
They blow a good deal in Queensland, a good 
deal in South Australia, They blow even in 
poor Tasmania. They blow loudly in New 
Soutii Wales, and very loudly in New Zea- 
land. But the blast of the trumpet aa heai-d 
in A''icturia is louder than all the blasts, and 
the Melbourne blast boats all the other blow- 
ing of that i)roiid colony. My first, my con- 
stant, luy parting advice to my Australian 
cousms is contained in two words — ‘ Don’t 
blow.’ ” 

Mining Monomaniacfi. 

A correspondent of the Ovens and Mnrra^j 
nArhertiser w rites, under date April 28 
“In your issue of to-day yon sjaeak of a 
monomaniac who has been driving for a rich 
lead at Doctor's Gully for six years. I can 
assure you that the case is not a singular one, 
and that a parallel can be found for it at 
Bright, where a Hungarian has been driving 
for the Pioneer reef through stone for twelve 
years. He has never tised an ounce of yiow- 
iler, and he has carried out the whole of the 
i^.rt and the stone in his a|iron. He has 
y.criven GOO feet, and still drives on in hopes 
<if finding hia bidden El Dorado.- Had he 
driven in a straight line he could probably 
h;i,ve reached the reef in about 2.o0 feet, but 
whenever he h.as reached a bar of hard stone 
he has turned to the right or loft, following 
the softest ground, and then making again 
for the line from which he had diverged. 
Ill this way it is estimated that at times he 
has made almost a half circle, and nearly 
lirolcen into his own tiinnel agiin. He lives 
on bread and colfeo, and when he cannot pro- 
cure these from sympathising friends, he 
voes out gardening or doing such work as 
will bring him in a few shillings, and then 
renews tlie task he has set himself. Ho .-is a 
Uiaii like the one at Daylcsford, of irrei>roach- 
able character, and a total abstainer. I could 
iiut help feeling an interest in the man, as he 
spoke so contideiitly, in brokeu English, of 
his one day reaching the roof, and then 
of visiting his dear native land.” 

Martin’s Bay Settlerngiit., 

The following lively description is from the 
pen of a correspondent of the Otaju Dailij 
Times:— 

The settlement of Martin’s Bay does not 
icimic up to my expectations. I expected to 
'find sniuething of a coniitry fit to settle in, 
,wul w-as gieatly disapriointed. The townshiji 
is situated mi Lake iM'Ken-ow, abiiiit four 
miles from the sea, and consists of exactly 
tiglit bouses, only five of which are occupied. 
I cannot say lunch for the .sccnei-y of the sur- 
I rounding country. Lake M’Keirow is some 
I i eight miles hmg by two broad, and i.s shut 
I j in bypcrpemlicular ranges, which come down 
' tn the water’s edge, the wliole of the lake 
being rockboimd. The sea is not visible 
hoiii the townshiji, the view Lcing cut oil' 
by bush and sandhills. Of arable laud there 
■M lint very little, and one-half the land is 
sivampy and unfit for cultivation, as drainage 
would be iiiijioasLble. The farther y^>u go 
towards the ranges the move swamjiy the 
I ground becomes. The samo is the case 
throiigliout the wliole valley of tlie Ilollyford, 
and neither will ever bo a funning coilntiy. 
j Of ,ull the miseiablc settlements I ever saw nr 
read of, Martin’s Bay is the worst. The 
Sflcctlou of the site is bud, and a mistake; 
and although it is three years since the set- 
tlers livst landed here, scarcely anything has 
been done muoiigst the whole lot. Only 
twelve acres have been cleared, iliiid, no 
stumps have been removod, the ground be- 
tween being only scratched up with a Iioe or 
^luke not dug with a spade — and sown with 
I wheat or potatoes. This extensive urea, 1 
j Was told, was ne.tt year tube increased hy 
lour acres. There are no foncca whatever — 
Jwt so much as one siiiToimding a garden. 
Ilirce pei-soiis have made gardens, and an 
area of Inilf an acre will conijirise the whole ; 
■iboiit a coiijile of doi;en currant and goosc- 
I '^r.ry Imslics, with a few willows and oaks, 
j conijir se the whole of the [ilalitations, which 
aic rujiidly recoding into a state of mature. 
Lie settlement j)os.scsses, in live stock, about 
two ciozen fowls, and three pigs. The latter 
lave heoii [ihicedonan island up the Lake to 
we-d, so that their owners might he saved 
me trouble of looking after them. The pvo- 
uuce of the cultivated plots is scarcely enough 
m last the settlers until next season. Jfow 
licac enterprising people emjdoy their time, 
' 13 imjiossiblc to say. From what I can 
f !'7’ ** silent tima : — In the morning tiic

They tlien loll a) u-it until 
the calls of hunger start thoiii oiico inoro 
into activity, and more pigeons are procured 
for supper, after which, I suppose, they all 
retire to rest, overcome with the exertion 
of the day. Soiiustimes bread is obtainable, 
but the Usual fond of the settlers is ,a sort of 
slew- m.ado of pigeons and vegetables. I 
could not procure a bit of fish for love or 
money, for although the sea teems with mil- 
lions, very few seems to be cvuglit. Abuse 
of the Provincial Government appears to be 
the chief occupation of the settlers, who com- 
plain loudly of neglect, that jiatevnal body 
not sulTicieutly often sending them provisions. 
Complaints of starvation are of course rife 
during the intervals between these, supplies, 
which, I learnt, were almost gratuitous. The 
last time the Provincial Government sent 
jirovisions, some few jiaid cash, while others 
only gave I.O.U.’a, and they are now selling 
the flour to the diggers at Big Bay at 24s. per 
lOOlbs. for cash down. Another stock of 
provisions is anxiimsly looked for to keep 
these poor unfortunate people from starving. 

EaormoBs Forgeries. 

l' Home Paper. J 

On Saturday, the 1st iiist., the most start- 
ling mmours were afloat in tlie City, that a 
series of forgeries of hills of exchange had 
been detected by the Bank of England. The 
greatest consternation jirovailed among our 
financial magnates. Bill-books were anxionslv 
overhauled, and signature.^ carefully scruti- 
nised ; and until the result of these investi- 
gations were announced, the wildest exaggera- 
tions as to the cxteiitof the losses were created. 
It was not until the lapse of several days that 
the limit of the fraduleiit operations of the 
gang was definitely ascertained, and the sum 
total of the jilimder was rctuined at from 
£80,000 to £100,000. That, it may well bi 
considered, was a sjilendid Jirize for the swin 
dlers. It, however, fell far short of their 
ambitious aims. But for a mere casual over 
sight in the manipulation of some of tlie bills, 
they would in all probability have bagged 
something like half a luilliou sterling, and 
jilaced themselves beyond the reach of their 
victims before tlie detection of the forgerie.s. 
The plot w-as diaoovercd in thiswise. Tn-o 
of the series of forged bills, drawn on Messrs 
Rothschild, and endorsed “ acccjited,” were 
presented for discount on tV.e morning of 
Pehrnary 27. By a singular inadvertence, 
the endorsement was midatid, and the Bank 
of England accordingly scut the hills to St. 
Swithin’s lane, with a request that the date 
of acceptance might he added. This led to 
the discovci-y of the foigei-y, and the exjiosme 
of the jilot. AVithin a little over a month 
WaiTRii had j>.aid in to hia aceoimt no less 
than L104.105 in hills, all of which had been 
promptly discounted, and the proceeds placed 
to his credit. 

The chief of the gang, know-n by the name 
of Warren, Horton, and several other clliilses, 
an American, comrnenoed his operations as 
long ago aa last Mav, b-y ojicning a deposit 
account of the ordinary character w-ith the 
West-end branch '.of the Bank of England. 
To effect this he needed only an introduction 
hy some customer. Tins lie readily found in 
a res]iect;tl)ie West-end tradesman. He re- 
pve.sc’ited to the manager of the branch that 
he had come lo Europe for the purpose of 
iutroducing Pulmauna American Sleeping 
Cais on the continental railway lines, for 
use during the forthcoming Vienna Exhibi- 
tion, and Irintcd th.at the monetary trans, ac- 
tions would therefore ho extensive. To throw 
the hank off ;ts guaixl, lie for a time proceeded 
quietly and methodically, drawing upon Ills 
balance and renewing it, but always keeping 
a good dejiosit. After some months ho ad- 
vanced another stej), and dojaisited some bills. 
They were geimine .and good, .and this stage 
in the operations was continued .acoiisiderahle 
time, until he had acquired the reputation 
and standing of a respectable jierson engaged 
in legitimate commerce. Having acquired 
this footing, .and laid asleep all suspicion, he 
proceeded to the presentation of the forged 
bills. At this time he seems to have been 
living chiefly .at Birmingham, wliere, it irill 
jirobably he found, the forgeries were carried 
out. But he had coufederafes in London, 
and through the aireucy of one of them, a clerk 
named Edward Noyes, the bills were pro 
sciited. They were discounted without hesi- 
tation, and a considerable portion of the 
money .so acquired was invested in United 
States bonds. Even while these forgeries 
were going on, lie occasionally discounted 
some getmino hills. Up to the time of the 
uucxiioeted dOiourment, nearly £100,000 h.ad 
been secured in this fashion. 

The spurious jiaper is said to he marvel- 
lously like the accc] daticcs of the firms imi- 
tated. Many of them arc in the habit of 
using a peculiar kind of paper, with special 
watenuarka, ,aud an exclusive style of jirint- 
iug, all of which would liave ti> be copied. 
Then each bill would have dilfcreut .siglia- 
tui'es, and tlie names sometimes of half a 
dozen acceptors on the back, all first-class 
names. All this was done. Having evidently
